The Othces of Apoſtles, Evargeliſts and Prophets were extraordinary , and 
contirued in the Chriſtian Church, fo long as (by the will of God) it was need= 
full for the weale of the Church ; who although in regard of their Ocder , De- 
gree,and manner of Miniſtration, and the places which they did hold, which is 
called /xcerſſio in gradum eundem; they have properly none to ſucceed them 3 
| yet inreſpect of their dofrine, holineſſe of life, and ſubſtance of ther: Minilte= 

Tie, which is ſacc: fo in cape, all Faithfull Paſtors, lawhully called to their fun- 
Rions, are their ſucccflours ; and in this ſenſe , not onely the firſt Reformers, 
who had ſomwhat extraordinary, but all faithfull Miniſters ſince, who have la- 
toured in the Word and Do@trine, for the planting, preſerving, and purging of 
Religion, to the edification of the Church, and no other , arc ſucceſſours to the + 
Apoſtles. The Office of a Biſhop, conſiſting in power or priority above a Pa- 
ſtor, as having no warrant in the Scripture, as being a Member of the wicked 
Hierarchie of the Pope { for, although this priority of Prelates had place in the 
Church before the Pope aſcended to the top of his Ambition ; yet every corrup- 
tion in NoArine, Worſhip, but eſpecially m Government, which, fince the my- 
Rerie of iniquity began to work, is retained by the Pope, and by his authority is 
obtruded upon the Church) and as a curſed tree, which hath brought forth no 
better fruits, then hereſie, and errours in Do&rine, idolatry and fvpcritition in 
Worſhip, tyrannie and p-rſccution in Government, and lewdneſlc and profanity 
of life, both in Paſtors and Peopl-; are now abjured , and renoved out of the
